gentle Reader) that they never admitted or received 
any Scholar, unto whom they did not inditt and 
w point 4 certain time to bear and beep ſilence 5 
willing them in no wiſt for to ſprtak, until that by hearing 
they bad learned to ſpeak wiſely and diſcreetly. Whoſe ex- 
ample being preſent in my mind, and alſo the raſh and te- 
merarious judgments of many converſant before mine eyes , 
I thought it good to admoniſh you, that followjng the ex-- 
ample afareſaid, ye beſtow ſome labour and time in peru- 
fing and rtading this brief work of Chyromancy, or Ma- 
nyal Divination, before you enter into judgment of any 
ett or certainty of the ſame. The which thing if thou dz- 
igently and attentively do, I doubt not but that beſide 
the great pleaſure and delefiation thou ſhalt find therein, 
thou ſhalt likewiſe reap and gather no leſs good fruit and 
profit thereof. For bereby thou ſhalt ] par and ſee the 
ſecret works of nature, how aptly and neceſſarily ſhe bath 
compounded and hnit each member with other 3 giving 
ynto the hand (as unto a Table) certain figns and tokens 
whereby to diſcern and know the iuward motions and af- 
feftions of the mind and heart, with the inward ſtate of 
the whole body : as alſo, our inclination and aptneſs to 
all our external aftions and doings. For what more profi- 
table thing may be ſuppoſid or thought, than when aman 
in bimſelf, may foreie and know bis proper and fatal 
accid:it;, and thereby to embrace and follow that which 
7s good, 1nd to avoid and eſchew the evils which are 
imminens unto bim for the better underſtanding and bnow- 
ledge therzof ? And foraſmuch as tbe Chiromancy anto 
ſome peradventure may ſeem obſcure and dark, we bave 
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of Phyſiognomy, and circumſtances upon the faces of 
the ſigns ;, with certain Canons or Rules ; as well for the 
knowledge, as alſo for the curing and helping of diſeaſes, 
very neceſſary and profitable. Then orderly coming unto 
Aſtrology, we have deſcribed unto you, as well by the 
Artificial Horoſcope, as alſo by the natural entring of 
the Sun into any of the twelve Culeiiial ſigns, the whole 
effeft and power that any of the Planets and erratigal 
Stars may by any means work in us. Whereby, baving 
recourſe firit unto the haud, and marking and noting ſuch 
ſigns and tokens as therein ſhall appear ; then beholding 
the ___ and lineaments of the whole body, and ac- 
cording to'the preſcrapt Rules to weigh and conſider the 
equality and agreeableneſs between them, with like reſpeft 
had unto the Nativity, judging either by the Artificial 
Horoſcope, oy by the Natural courſe of the Sun : thou ſhalt 
not only ſte and perceive a great aeceſſity and affinity be- 
tween our Terreftrial and Celeftial bodies, but alſo fort« 
ſee and hnow a thouſand accidents either good or evil, 
provided unto us,” and hanging over our heads, But lei 
that any man ſhould think that hereby we attribute ſo 
much unto Natural Providence, as though it were intui- 
table, and thereby uſe it as a refuge or ſanfFuary for all 
theiy evil aftions and doings: unto ſuch we will objeft 
the anſwer of Cryſippus, writing in this manner. Al- 
though (ſaith be) that Nature hath provided all things 
from the beginning, and that by hty Providence all things 
are moved and ſtirred up by a certain neceſſary reaſon and 
"motion; yet notwithftanding, our diſpoſetions and minds 
are no further ſubjeft, or in danger thereof, than their pro- 
pricty and quality is concordant and agreeable unto the 
ſame. For if that by Nature our wits be firſt made whole- 
ſome and good, and after endued with reaſon and undey- 
ſtanding, either they do ntterly put off, and avoid all evil 
mmflutnces and accidents, or elſe receive and bear them the 
moye eaſily, without bart or damage. If contrariwiſe, 
"dur diſpoſitions of themſelves be rude and groſs, not indu- 
. td with any kind of Letters or good learning to aſſiſt a 
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help them withal, with: every (7ght conflift or aſſault» of 
our natural inclination," me twn-bead-long into all kind 
of errors and vice. Eve following tht enſatiple of the 
Cilinder ſtone, which by nature being apt te role and tum- 
ble, and being caſt or thrown down into. bo{low or ſleep 
places, doth run without ceaſing, not ſo much becauſe 
is caſt or thrown, as far its own nature and aptneſs there» 
unto, and nat baving in it ſelf any thing to withſtand the 
ſame. The Author bimſulf in - like warner foreſeting the 
.eavillations of certqin evvi-difpoſed perſons, which would 
make all things ſubjefk unto the influences of the beauen- 
ly badzes, before be entreth to ſpeab of the judgments 
Nativities, writeth is this ſort, Me ought” (ſaith be 
firſt to bugw and wderdavs.that the ſtars do not provobe 
or force us tq any thing, but only maketh us apt, and 
prone : and being ſo difaed, - dath as it were, allure and 
draw us forward to our natural inclination. In the which 
if we follow the rule of reaſon, taking it to be our only 
Guide or Governour, they loſe all their force, power, and 
effett, which thty by any means may have in and upon us. 
Contrariwiſe, if we give our ſelves over to follow our 
own ſenſuality and Natural diſpoſition, they work even 
the ſame effe in us, that they do in brute beaſts. _ And 
this ſhall be ſufficient at this time to anſwer the vain ob- 
jeftzon of natural providence, whereby the fruit of this 
work mght by any means ſeem to be converted into any 
vice or error, the which indeed of its ſelf 3s very neceſ- 
ſary and profitable. what (hould I need to ftand with long 
ecumfiances to deſcribe the particular commodities of 
theſe brief works annexed together ; when that the labour 
zs ſo ſmall, that with once or twice diligent and atten- 
tive reading, the whole effeft is hnown and underſtood 3 
notwithſtanding, I wauld wiſh and deſire all men which 
ſhall read or take any fruit of this ſmall Treatiſe, to 
uſe ſuch moderation in peruſing the ſame, that they do not 
by and by take in hand to give judgment, either of theiv 
own, or other mens eſtates or nativities, without dili- 
gent circumſpeftion and taking heed 3 weighing and con- 
A4 fidering 
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fidering bow many ways a man may be deceived ; as by 
the providence and diſcretion of the man in whom thoy 
pay 4 re gearyh , the diſpenſation of God, 
our fallible and uncertain ſpeculation. 

Wherefore, let all men, in ſeeking, hereby to fore-ſut 
thezy own fortune, take heed, that by the promiſe of good 
they be not fo elate or bigh-minded, giving themſelves 0- 
wr to Otiofity or Tdleneſs, trufting altogether to the naty 
ral influences; neither yt by any ſigns or tokens of ad- 
verſity, to be dejefied or caft down; But to take ant 
weigh all things with ſuch equality and moderation di- 
refting their ſtate of life, and living, to all prfe 
neſs and goodneſs, that they may be ready to zmbrace 
and follow all that which'ss good and profitable ; and 
alſo not only to eſchew and xvoid, but to withſtand and 
ſet at naught all evil and averſe ſortunt, whenſoever it 
may happen or chance unto them. 2 SR

He ancient Greeks, "_ ( as 
it ppear by the lon 
wir Be uſe of the nth di 
uſe this fort and kind of Di-

it by this proper name of Chiromantia. 
Wherefore, I intending to write the rules * 
and obſeryations thereof, do think it neceſ- 
ſary, and meet, firſt of all to deſcribe the 
Lo band of man, and point outand ſet forth his 
"| parts whereby ſuch rules and precepts as

or rn abroad, the plain within is call'd 
the Palm, in the mig macey there is & 


certain 
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certain place called the concave or hollow- 
neſs,- out of which the five fingers have 
their original and beginning. Amongſt the 
which, the firſt. being the ſtrongeit and 
molt groſs, is cailed-the Thumb , the next 
i; called the /nudex or Fore-finger, becaufe 
in ſhewing or pointing to any thing, we do 
commonly uſe that finger ; the next that 
followeth, and js in: the midſt of the five, 
is by the ſame name called the middle fin- 
ger ; nextaſter this is the Ring-finger ; ſo 
called, becauſe it is commonly to wear a 
Ring of Gold upon it, and eſpecially that on 
the left hand ;'or: becauſe, - aslearned men 
hold opinion; there-doth paſa certain fi- 
new from that finger to the heart of -man, 
whereforc' it ſeemed good: in'time paſt to 
the Antiquity, ito wear a Ring/as a Crown 
ypon that finger, or elſe as ſome do ſuppoſe, 
That gold by nature doth comfort the heart. 


* The laſt-finger, and leaſt of all, is called 


the Ear-finger, : becauſe it is commonly u- 


ſd to make clean the ears. - And thus far 


gogcerning - the | fingers. Moreover, the 
hand being clofed or ſhut with the fingers 
tured in, wercall the 'Fift Þ thenether part 
thereof (amenglt ſuch 'as uſe this Arts) is 
goipmonly called the pereuſſion or ſtroke of 
the hand. Then the place where the hand 
s zdrawh and gathered ij and joynedto 
Ri&715) the 
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the arm, is called alſo the Wriſt. Further- 
more, every finger hath its proper riſing 
or ſwelling of- the. fleſh, which doth riſe at 
the root or nether part of the ſaid fingers, 
and of ſome are called hills, and are attri- 
buted unto the names of the Planets : A- 
mong the which is reckoned the riſing or 
hill in the nether part of the Fiſt, called the 
percuſſion of the hand , ſo that in the hand 
are limitted and appointed ſeveral places 
anto every of the Planets, whereby judg- 
ment may be gathered. For the riſing or 
hill of the Thumb is aſſigned to Yenw, and 
marked with this Character 2 : the hill of 
the fore-finger to Jupiter, and is thus noted 
F : the middle finger is attributed to Sa- 
zurny With this note Þ : the Ring-fingerto - 
the Sxn, withthis Charadter © : the Fil of 
the little or Ear-finger is under Mercury, 
with this mark ? - the riſing or hill which is 
in the percuſſion, the Moon doth polleſs, and 
is thus figured Y. Now what.place Aars 
ſhall have, we will ſhew you hereafter z but 
firſt we will make deſcription of the incifi- 
ons and- diviſions of the hand, which. we 
call the-lines, amongſt, the which theſe be 
chief and principal : the wriſt, which divi- 
deth-the hand fromthe Arm, and is almoſt 

joyned to the line of life, or of the heart, 
the which beginneth - under the hill wy

fore-finger, as it were between the fore- þ 


finger and the thumb, and doth divide the 


hand, ſtretching downward toward the' 
wriſt. In the ſame ſide of the hand, at the 


hill of the fore-finger, beginneth a line 
which paſleth over-thwart the hand to the 
hill of the X40, and is called the middle 
or mean natural line. And theſe two lines 
thus begianing and paſſing ſundry ways, 
make the form and ſhape of a triangle. To 
the which, if the line of the Liver or Sto- 
mach, which _— over againſt the 
wriſt, and paſſeth under the hill of the 
thumb, to the hill of the Moor, by the end 
of the middle natural line do appear, as in 
fome it doth not, it finiſheth the triangle, 
And the ſpace coutained witkin theſe lines, 
1s attributed and given unto Mars, and 
is called the Triangle of Mars, noted with 
this figure 4. There is alſo another line, 
called the Table-line, beginning under the 
earefinger, at the end of the hill of the 
Afoon, and runneth to the fore-finger - and 
is ſo called, becauſe the ſpace between it. aud 
the middle or mean natural, doth agrue or 
ſhew the faſhion of a Table, and that ſpace 
is always called the Table quadrangle of 
the hand, and the line is alſo called the line 
of fortune. And theſe be almoſt the chief 
diviſions or lines of the hand, to the _ 
a 
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all other leſs and ſmaller inciſions and. 


lines are referred. But now as near as we 
10, we will deſcribe them all, and as far as 
appertaineth to this Art, ſhew their nature 
and fignification. And firſt, 7 think meet 
to ſpeak of thoſe lines which take their de- 
nomination, or name, of the three principal 
members of mans body - that-is, of the 
Heart, the Brain, and the liver. For as 
in thoſe patts, whatſoever is in man, is al- 
tered and changed : ſo by thoſe three inciſt- 
ons and lines, a man may fore-ſee and prog- 
noſticate whatſoever ſhall happen touching 
health or adverfity, or any other things na- 
tural. The which if any man think to be 
vain and trifling ; let him callto remem- 
brance the ancient Phyloſophers of Pytha- + 
goras Set, who chiefly by the proportion 
and lineaments of mans body, did declare 
and prognoſticate the manners, ſtate, and 
end of mans life. For what is ſaid of S9- 
crates, when that a certain man profefling 
the Art of Phyſognomy or ſpeculation, 
beholding Socrates, judged him by his out- 
ward habit to be a very evil man, of unclean 
life, libidinous, and givento all evil, was 
therefore wonderfully rebuked of his ſchol- 
lars, as though he had ſhamefully flandered 
him. Socrates anſwered, That indeed na- 
turally he felt ſuch motions and inclinati- 
ons, 
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ons, ſo that if he had not corretted his vices 
of this nature, by the rules of reaſon, he had 
been ſuch a oneas he had pronounced hitn 
to be : meanitig thereby, all thoſe vices 
which nature and deſtiny hath planted in 
us, may eaſily, by reaſon and Cuſtom be a» 
mended, if we will ſtrive againſt deftiny, 
And the Prince of the Peripateticks,  Ar:- 
frotle, ſaid the hand of man to be-tnade of 
nature - the principal Organ and! Inftru- 
ment in nians body. For {ince it-i$ His of- 
ficeta minifter-and ſerve all other parts of 
the body 4 and that in humane generation, 
thei vertues, powers, and ftrength of - all 
members do come together; It is verycott- 


ſequent and apreeable ; ſome cettain ſigns 
* and tokens of the quality and*complexion 
of man, to be known and perceived by the 


- Such is the proportion of members athon 
themſelves, that they do partake otte wit 
Mother in all things. And further that this 
Art of Chiromancy was uſed in the time of 
Pliny ; 'he himfelf doth affirm- ; notwith- 
Randing 1 take it t& be my duty to adiro. 
niſhyou what you ought to attribnteto this 
Art, and what'it is elſe to be joyned with it 
left any man ſhould think to: include or ſhut 
up the knowledge of fo high and great things 


into ſo ſtraight and narrow corners. 
Where- 
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Wherefore, what] judge herein, I think 
500d toſhew : Asoften as I muſt anſwer 
to any :that iaquireth, by and by, as is 
accuſtomed, I, look upon the hand, and . 
there-withþll behold the whole body, with 
the Lihearhents,' and -Proportions of the 
ſame, which his called his Phyſiognomy, 
(whereof 1.in-the Book following I will 
Entreat_:\) Then I caſt my mind to the 
Hour -of 'Nativity, Month,” Day, or 
Year': the which known, I refer Rraiht 
to the rules of Natural Aſtrology, 
hereafter by me written : then plainly 
Jucping none \.,of theſe by - themſelves 
ſufficient ; and thinking it better to judge 
them Fools in giving light ofedit, than 1 
to be counted raſh, fooliſh; and haſty, in 
giving Sentence. So that. when 1 have ga- 
thered all theſe things: together, and taken 
hold of that which I think meet for my uſe, 
I utter my judgement ; eſteeming it the 
ut of a Mad man, by looking onely. inthe 
d, to give' judgment of. the life, and all 
theftates of mans body.' And now Ireturn

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CH AP. II. 


Of the Line of Life, or of the Heart. 


He Line of Life, called alſo the Line of 
the Heart, beginneth, as it is ſaid be- 
fore, at the hill of the fore-finger, paſſing by 
the midit ofthe palm,goeth to the wriſt. The 
which if it be long, ſtraight, lively coloured, 
bright and clear, it  betokeneth long Life, 
endamaged with few diſeaſes or fickneſkes. 
Pliny afficming the.ſame, ſaith, that it is 
a token of long life to have upright ſhould- 
ers, and two ns incifions or lines in one 
hand, the which are to be underitood of the 
line of life, and the middle natural Line. 
If that the natural powers be weak, and 
that the Line do appear ſhort, and of divers 
colours, running in an out, thin or ſlender, 
and cut or parted in ſunder, with many 0- 
verthwart rivals or ſmall creſts, it doth de- 
clare ſhortneſs of life, much ſickneſs, ſmall 
ſtrength, and that he in whom this is ſo no- 
tcd; ſhall ſeldome or never bring any thing 
to a good end. So likewiſe, the line groſs, 
long, and undivided, doth ſhew the contra- 
ries to the ſame. Whereforeif any man 
do require or ask a Reaſon of this thing ? 
we anſwer, The blood which doth _— 
B 2 tne 
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the heart, and is alſo thought to be the ſeat 
and reſting place of the mind, is the cauſe 
cfficient of this thing, for it is moſt cer- 
tain, that as the blood is pure, or unpure, 
ſo the line ſhall be coloured, either clear or 
nark : ſo as long blood doth abound, it ſhew- 
cth ruddy and bright ; and contrariwiſe pale 
and ſwart, when the blood doth fail or wax 
ſcarce. Whereby as well the natural hcat 
diminiſhed in the weak body, as alſo the 
ſtrong and luſty body, is ſhewed and decla- 
red. Then if this line be narrow, ſubtle, 
and well coloured,ſtretch'd forth toward the 
middle natural; it fignifieth a man of good 
counſel,, of ſubtle underſtanding, and of 
an high and princely mind and ſtomach ;, and 
if it be broad, il] coloured, and pale, it figni- 
ficth the contrary. 

This isalwaics to be noted in all princi- 
pal lines, that if they be ſtraight, not divi- 
ded, neither cut, and well couloured, it doth 
declare a good complexion - . if they be con- 
trariwiſe diſpoſed or ſet, it ſheweth the con- 
trary. Alſo, if the line of life be groſs, deep, 
and diverſly coloured, that is to ſzy, one 


place red, another pale, or ſwart, it isa| 


ſizn of malice, craft, envy and the man to! 
bea greattalker, and boaſter, and one that 
underſtandeth much in his own conceit. If 
theline be groſs and very red, it betokeneth 
4 
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a crafty, a filthy, and an unconſtant man ; but 
if it be pale, mixed with a certain redneſs, 
r-Þ it fignifieth an angry man, almoſt mad with 
[| anger. And ifit be very red, mixed with 
"rf paleneſs, or ſwartneſs, like Lead, it ſhew- 
v-j eth an inconſtant, unſhamefac'd, wavering 
leff traiterous, and angry man, and delighting 
x| toſtir up miſchief, and ſow diſcord. But 
atÞ if it be red inthe part next the wreſt, it ig- 
cÞ nificth cruelty : and often times it chanceth 
3-H to be forked in the upper corner, which be- 
2,8 tokeneth an unſtable man, a runner about 
cK Countries, and marvellous in all his do- 
d} ings: The which if it be crooked and wri- 
ff then towards the middle natural line, it fig- 
dF nifieth a crafty deceitful wanton, and a man 
-& of a perverſe and froward mind. And if 

you happen to find inthe hand of a woman, 
-K acroſs with three ſmall lines at the' upper 
- | corner of the Line of Life, it ſignifieth an 
1K unſhamefac'd and unhoneſt woman : but 
if that croſs be found about the right corner 
in the line of life, and be deep in, it fienih- 
eth an ungodly, and miſchievous Woman, 


{ Miſchief : For ſuch a croſs in that line, doth 
always betoken evil, both in man and wo- 
man, - If that there be found two lines in the 
end of the riſing of the thumb, near the line 
of Life, as they were lying on the one fide ,

by that token | judge the man to die ſhort: 
ly. And ifthe Line of Life have branchepoi 
ſtretched out toward the middie natural, 
in form as you ſee in the Margin, It is a 
fgn of Riches, Honour, ana verfc&ion, 
But if the Branches run downwards to» 
ward the Wriſt in this manner, it ſp;,tieth 
poverty, and damage, by houſhold ſervants, 
through their untruth. And i! the ſad bran- 
ches do paſs ſtrait through the 1 riangle to 
the middle natural, it figninetha men af- 
ter divers and ſundry dangers and changes 
of fortune, to come to proſperity and riches, 
Moreover, many ſmall lincs, dividing tne 
line of life, betokeneth much ſickneſs Fur- 
ther, if there be in the line of life certain 
points or grains ſcattering, it declareth aff a 
man unſhamefaced, a forn:cator, and in jeo-Þ a 
” , pardy ofhis Life for Murther in a tumult, 
F whereof he was author himſelf ; and ſhall be 
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divers times wounded. 
When in the beginning of the line of Life 
there be three ſmai} crooked lines, dividing it 
inthis manner, it isa token of a Leproſie 
tocome ; for it doth declare the ill dispoſi-# 
tion of the Liver. Whercapon that which is 
already ſaid, may be gathered, that if the 
line of life be long and deep, well coiloured, | 
having. a good proportion with the middle 
natural line, and the line of the _— 
0- 
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tomach, and that the two be of due quanti- 
ty at length, and well colloured ; it is a 
hegÞpood ſign of long life, good nature, wit, diſ- 
al-boſition, and complexion. And oftentimes 
3 4Fhere be found in the line of life © or > © 
pf theſe notes which do fignitie the loſs et- 
her of one or both eyes: the which although 
et they be ſeldome found, in my ſelf I have 
had the experience ; for in the ſame place of 
my hand is the ſame mark , the which when 
I faw, Icalled to remembrance in what 
i-Edanger | was of one of my eyes - for fittin 
*SEby the fire in Winter, I fell therein ; wry 
s. tumbling in the flame, with my left eye 1 
cl was veheniently rormented. Albeit, I tind, 
-K that nor only that did prognoſticate that e- 
nf vil tome, but alſo che oppoſition of Mars 
28 and the Moor in my Nativity, For I find 
-K at the time of 1ny birth, Mars to be in the - 
eleventh houſe, in a manly fign, and the 
Moon likewiſe in the Fifth Houſe ; which 
Conſtellation is obſerved of the Aſtrono- 
'& mers to fignific ſome ſuch thing. And in ſo 
& muchas I find this true, it doth ſo much the 
more verifie that which I ſaid before, that 
theſe Aries were joyned together, as it were 
by a certain alliance or affinity, and that one 
| without the other could very little prevail : 
| For it is moſt certain, that the inferiour 
bodies are governed by them above ; and « 
B 2 
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all ſtrength and power hath its influeng 
from thoſe heavenly bogies ; ſolikewiſe a 
lack and default cometh by them, it is mof 
ſure. Wherefore we may well conlider 
that Nature was a carefull workman abou 
the Creation of mans body, which hath gi 
ven knowledge to man diverſly and mani 
foldly, to judge by theſe three moſt Noble 
and principal parts. 

In the other parts ſhe hath not ſo done 
for ſhe hath ſet in the hand of a man cer 
tain ſigns and tokens of the heart, brain, and 
Liver ; becauſe that inthem the life of man 
chiefly conſiſts. But ſhe hath not ſo done 0 
the eyes, Ears, Mouth, Hands, and Feet, 
becauſe thoſe parts and members of the bo- 
dy, ſeem rather to be mace for comlieneſs 
or beauty to the body,than for any neceſſity, 

Therefore all hands have the three Lines 
aforeſaid z but the other inciſions or lines, 
many do want or lack ; Husbandmen being 
alſo excluded from hence, for their continu- 
al labour. 

Wherefore, ſince theſe two Sciences need 

ſuch a mutual help one of the other, I will 

declare unto you out of Aſtrology, the na-Þ 
ture of the Erratical Signs, which the | 
Greeks call Planets. Saturn maketh ſad, cir- | 
cumſpect, covetous, ſlow, and little ſpeak- þ 
ers, and ſelf-lovers. Tupiter cauſeth, plea- | 
ſant, | 
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fant, liberal, quiet, ſober, and eloquent per- 
ſons. Contariwiſe, Mars cauſeth cruel, 
fierce, and lyars. The Sz maketh Godly 
witty, happy, fortunate, and couragious 
men. PFenw cauſeth incontinent,libidinous 
comely and fair. Aercary cauſeth ſubtle, 
crafty, learned in Sciences. and nimble, 
men. The Moon maketh quick witted and 
comely, but unſtable and ſlow, 

Now l have ſpoken of the diverſity of di- 
ſpoſitions and wits ; I will alſo ſhew ſome- 
what of voice and ſpeech, whereby the di- 
vers effefts and workings of the Planets a- 
mongſt themſelves, may the better be un- 
derſtood and known. Saturn doth cauſe a 
ſlow and ſcreeking voice for ſpeech. Mars a 
craſhing voyce,like the breaking of Metals, 
Tupiter a ſhrill ſounding and a gentle voice. 
Venus maketh a weak, ſoft, pleaſant, and 
effeminate voice. And ſo likewiſe doth the 
Sunand Merctry. The Signs alfo have their 
proper voices: For Virgo, Gemini, Libra, 
Aquarins,\ do make good voices, or ſounds. 
Aries, Taurus, Leo, Capricorn, and the laſt 
part of Sagittary, cauſe mean voices, Can- 
cer, Scorpio, and Piſces, are either altoge- 
ther dumb, and without ſound, or elſe mi- 
niſter ſome great impediment in the ſpeech, * 
there be alſo certain ſigns called fertile, be- 
cauſe they do increaſe , which are, Cancer, 
SCoy* 
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Scorpio, or Piſces : and others he called 
barren, as Gemini, Leo, Capricorn. So that 
whatſoever a man can do, inay be applied to 
the Signs, as furtherers of the ſame. The 
which thing in that it cannot be denyed, fo 
much the more are they to be counted flan- 
derers, which eſteem and report Aſtrolooy 
- Hot as Divine, but as vain frivolous Art 
or knowledge: whom in their place we will 
fet forth in their colours. But now to re- 
turn to our purpoſe. 
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If you find acroſs in this ſort about the 
upper corner, proceeding out of the line of 

* life, and cn the other (ſide three ſinall lines, 
and on the upper fide two, as you. may ſee 
by this figure ; it fignifieth a libidinous and 
an unſhamefac?d woman. Bur if the three 
lines be found in the nether end of the-line 
of life toward the wriſt, it betokeneth that 
the woman ſhall ſuffer grievous puniſhment 
for ſome miſcheifor evil doing. When 
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When that certain ſmall lines do divide 
of touch the line of life in the upper end, in 
form preſcribed ; it doth declare the infir- 
mity and ſickneſs of the body. but if on 
the other part of the middle natural line, 
there be inciſions in this manner, lying as 
it were direaly from the nether part of the 
line, and riſing upward, it betokeneth evil 
as pain in the head which cometh of exha- 
lations 
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ſations of the Stomach, or ſome ſuch other 

diſeaſe. And theſe three lines on tne end of 

the line, doth betoken evil, as ſhall appear 
hereafter.

CHAP. II. 
Of the Middle Natural Lane. 


T2 Line which beginneth at the root of 
the Line of life, and paſſeth through the 
| Palm of the Hand, toward the Hill of the 

Moon or Pomel of the Hand, is properly 
called the Middle Natural line. The which 
if it be ſtrait, and undivided with any ſmall 
overthwart lines, it ſheweth good health a 
ſound brain, a quick and lively wit, and alſo 
a good memory, If it be long, ſtretched out 
to the Hill of the Moon, it doth declare a 
ſtout ſtomach and long lite, which if it be 
ſhort, that it paſs not the hollowneſs of the 
hand, it betokeneth a fearful, covetous, un- 
wiſe and 'unfairhfull man ; and if the ſaid 


» Linedo not ſtretch out to the Hill of the 


| Moon, but endover againft the ſpace which 
is between the middle finger, and the ring- 
finger, it betokeneth a man of ill manners. 
and that ſhall not live long. Then if _the

ſame line run ot beyond the Hill of the 
Moon, and turn i1 again in form of a hall 
compaſs, the farther it tretcheth, the lon 
ger life it bctokeneth, but in age Poverty 
But if the ſame line at the upper end dy 
riſe towards the fingers, it fipgnifieth an 
unſhamefac*'d and malicious man, the which 
if it riſe very much towards the fingers, it 
doth declare them to be very fooliſh and un- 
wiſe. Contrariwiſe, if it turn downward 
almoſt to. the Palm of the hand, itis a tc- 
ken of a covetous and unclean man. On the 
other part, if it turn upward, and touch the 
Table Line, it ſignifieth ſome great loſs 
and adverſe or evil fortune : And if the ſame 
line -be writhen, unequal, and of divers 
colours, it is a token of an ill diſpoſed 
mind, and often times of Theft. The 
Lime being ſtrait, equal, and Þripht- 
coloured, betokeneth a good Conſcience, 
and Juſtice : But when the middle Naq- 
taral Line is broad and groſs, with a cer- 
tain redneſs intermingled it fignificth a 
rade Diſpotition, and lacx of Wit, And 
if it be neither too ſtraight nor to large and 
well coloured it betokeneth a merry, cheer- 
ful, and a fortunate man , but if it be ſubtle 
and ſlender, ſwart or pale, it declareth weal- 
neſs of the brain, and vapours rifing from 
the Stomack into the head. And if the line 
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appear groſs and very deep, and hath a cer- 


tain ſmall line near to it red coloured, it 
ſheweth an angry and furious man. Again, 
if it have certain knotted ſpaces in this 
manner (0) ſo many knots as there be,it doth 
declare ſo many murtlers, either already 
committed, or hereafter to be done, The 
which knots, if they-benot fully cloſed or 
fhut, they are a' token of a great quarreller 
which ſhall beat and wound, but not kill 
out rz8it;" If there be in the ſame line cer- 
tain groſs pricks- or points, it ſheweth an 
unmannerlyy fooliſh, and unpleaſant man, 
the whidh points, ifrhey-be very red, it beto- 
keneth a very cruel & fierce man : if the ſame 
line be crooked ; making half a circle, with 
a certain obfgure or dark colour, it figni- 
eth danger by four-footed beaſts, or elſe to 
be ſlain of a Wiſd-beaft. And oftentimes, 
nigh the ſame lite there be two ſmall lines 
zoyned together ( as inthe figure of the hand 
following you ſhall ſee ) which ſignific 
wounds, but not with weapons. Moreover, 
ifthere be a croſs in the ſame line, over- 
againſt the middle finger, it betokeneth 
that the man ſhall dye within a year, If 
any man have this line forked towards the 
wriſt, with ſmall diviſions : he ſeemeth 
to ſet all his mind on miſcheif, and neither 
to fear God nor Man.

His Line is called the Table Line, be-

maining between it, and the middle natu- 
ral line : .It 1s alſo called the Quadrangle, or 
ſquare. Ifthis line be equal, long enough, 
deep and (trait, it is atoken of a good nature 
and ſtrengch of the principal members of 
.| men of modeſty, temperance, and a con- 
| fant 'mind in all good works. If it ſtretch 
% paſt the: midſt of the hill of the fore-finger, 
M1 and touch the hill .of Tupiter, it is a ſigh of 
" vehement anger and:cruelty, being red a- 
” 1 bove, .is a ſign of a promoter,and envying' a- 
"J nothex mans felicity or welfare. And ha- 
P"] ving branches riſing ſtrait to the finger, of 
"J Jupiter, itdoth promiſe-promotion, increaſe 
"MY of riches ; and that being poor, ſhall come by: 
gr little and little to honour: and worſhip; 
i WP C 3 But 
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But if the line be naked without any bran- 
ches ſtterching toward the root-of the fore- 
finger, it betokeneth an unfortunate and 
poor man. Ifit have in the end three ſmall 
lines or branches about the hill of 7upiter, 
running ſtrait forth to the upper corner, it 
ſignifieth a fortunate, liberal, merry, modeſt 
and noble man, which delighteth in all 
kind of comely and cleanly apparel, and 
ſweet ſmells and ſavours. In whoſe birth, 
who doth conſider the Horoſcope (whether 
he find Taurw or Libra, whom Yenw doth 
rule , or Sagittarius and Piſces, upon whom 
Zupiter hath dominion, or what planet elſe 
there be?) ſhall eaſily perceive, and find the 
cauſe and reaſon of this matter : a croſs 
ſtanding inthe ſame place, doth fignifie a 
liberal 'man, a lover of truth, benign, 
gentle to be ſpoken to, and in a manner one 
endaed with all kind of -vertue, But if this 
line do finiſh or end over-againſt the Hill of 
the: middle-finger, it betokeneth a Lyer, a 
ſelf-lover , . inconſtant, deceitful, ſw bd d 
fac'd man, and aſower of ſtrife and debate. 
When this line is joyncd with the middle 
natural, .ſo that they make both a ſharp cor- 
ner,: the:-ſame man ſhall be in many dangers 
both of body and mind, that he ſhall be even 
weary of his life. And if he lack the middle 
natural line, that the Table Line joyning 
0 
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to the line of life, do make a ſharp corner or 
249% | j.:dge that that man ſhall loſe his 
cad, or bs deadly wounded, and ſhall 
never bring ay thiag to paſs. lf this line 
be divided, that one part look toward the 
middle natural, the other toward the hill of 
Saturn, it is a token that he ſhall be often in 
danger of his life, and yet cſcape. The ſame 
line being ſubtle and ſtrait at the end, under 
the hill of Zzpiter, it ſignifteth a Gover- 
nour of a houſhold , and promotion or rule 
over his brethren, kindred, and equals. It it 
hath inciſions over-againſt the middle hn- 
ger, it betokens a flatterer, anda double- 
tongued man, whom few men ſhall love. If 
a line cumeth direaly from the Quadrangle 
to theHill ofSatura dividing the table-line to 
makea little croſs there, it threatneth vio- 
lent death. For as this line isa token of 
great felicity & good fortune,if it paſs by the 
hill of the middle finger,and ftretcht beyond 
the Hiti ofthe fore finger, ſo likewiſe, not 
touching the middle finger and ending un- 
der the hill thereof, is a ſign of extream po- 
verty, and many calamities and dangers : 
then this line having many interruptiors, 
or inciſions lying ſcattered, it fignifieth a 


fooliſh and unconſtant man, whoſe ſtudy 


or defire is to be in contention with wo- 
men, as now to love, now to hate, & ofren- 
C\.< times 
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times to chide and fight with them. And 
this line being deep, ſubtle and pale, at the 
end aforeſaid ; declareth an honeſt, chaſte 
man, bunt weak, and much troubled with 
ſickneſs and diſeaſes. But it is an ill ſign, 
and efpecially in a woman, when the line 
beginning at the middle natural, going to 
the hill of the middle finger, doth both di- 
videthe Table and the Table-Line, and is 
forked inthe end, And that woman which 
hath a line comeing from the Line of Life to 
the hill aforeſaid, it ſignifieth that woman 
to have kill'd her own child. The which line 
if it turn back to the hill of 7zpzter; it be- 
tokeneth that woman ſhall have great in- 
heritance, if that line be redder thag tae 
-other, it hetokens pain in the bowels, and 
Snawing about the Navel. Again, if that 
Line be dovble and cutting the Table-Line 
it ſheweth that the: man ſhall] dye a miſerable 
Death. For both in man and woman, it is aff | 
tokenof anil) end. © And often the Table 
Line toward the Hill of Sarzrn or Zupiterf 
is ſeen forked : which noteth the man (hall | 
ſuffer many weary labours and travels inf 
his life, the which the redder itis, it ſhew-i | 
eth him the more inclin'd to anger. When 

there - appeareth-in the ſame line certaing 
ſmall lines riſing one by another, the more 

there be, the more honourable they declare 

him 
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him to be, and to have the greater power and 
rule. Butin whoſe hand there is no Table 
line at all, I conjecture them to be of both 
kinds, ill-willing, contentious, angry. un- 
faithfull, unconſtant, and ready to all mif- 
cheif. Moreover, If their appcar a Line 
coming from the Table-Line toward the 
little finger, it is obſerved, that man to 
be neither good nor fortunate, but covetous 
angry, and horrible fad, and alſo filthy, en- 


'vious, and a companion of miſcheif : if there 


appear any lines red between the table line 
and the near Finger, it betokeneth ſo many 
marriagesas their be in number ; but if they 
be crooked & pale, they bz already paſt, A- 
gain, if their be found under the root of the 
table-line certain crooked crofles, ſo many. 
as there be, ſo many aeadly enemies they do 
btoken. When that a line comes fromthe . 
table to the hill 'of Sararn, divide the table 
line, and make a croſs on the end thercof : it 
is ſaid to be a token of a violent deatn. And 
certain wiſe men in this ſcience ſay, that if 
there be ſmall inciſions about the vpper 
end of the ſame line, it berokeneth {ickneſs 
in youth, if they be in the midſt, in middle- 
ape; ifat the other end, inage. andif the 


ſame lines run downward, the Difeaſe ſhall 


be of choler, if they afcend, of fliegmy : if 
they riſe out of the midſt upwards, it ſhall

be of blood, and if contarywiſe they turf* 
downward, it ſhall be of melancholly, 
his colour be it bright or dark. Here is 
be underſtood, that Cancer, Scorpio & Piſces 
do rule the ſalt flegm, and Saturn cauſe 
all deſeaſes that come of a vicious or ſlim 
flegm, as the Morphew, Leprofie, Canke 
and Gout, Taurus, Virgo, aud Capricor 
are of like nature, cold and dry, and rule th 
Melancholly, and therefore Venus doth cauſ 
cold and moiſt diſeaſes in the throat and pri 
vy members. Likewiſe the /1ooz cauſet| 
the Dropſie , Falling-ſckneſs, and Ap 
plexy. Aries, Leo,and Sagittarins, have do 
minion of the choler, Agues, and Bite 
which come of blood. Likewiſe Mars dot! 
rule hot Agues, Frenzics, and the worm i 
the head - unto Fapiter we attribute thi 

cumbuſlt blood ; unto Mercury is applyed the 
diſeaſes of the mind, bitter and heav 
thoughts, and troubled conſcience. The 
S#3 bringeth hot and dry diſeaſes. Ail whic 
things ſhall appear more plain hereafter, 
where the nature of the Planets and Signs 
ſhall be ſpoken of ; wherefore note alwaies 
that the redneſs of the lines or inciſjons 
come of the heat of /fars. Therefore in all 
the Judgments of this Manual Divination 
[ will you to have reſpett to the nature of 
the Planets and Signs, wherein the Sun 
Was 
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tyr35 the time of Nativity or Birth. And fo 

kewiſe the Phyſiognomy muſt be taken 
is jeed of, and by that means the wiſe judge

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CHAP. VL 


Of the Triangle. 


'T He Triangle in the Hand, is three lin 

(that is to ſay) the Line of Life, the mean 
natural line, fa the line of the Liver or 
ſtomach, whichare ſo diſpoſed and ſet, that 
they make the form of a triangle : And the 
ſpace incloſed within thoſe lines is divi- 
ded into three parts or corners : whereof 
the firſt is made by the line of Life, and the 
natural line, and is called the upper angle, 
The other, which is formed by the line of 
Life, ;ynd the utter part of the triangle, is 
calPd the Siriſter orleft angle. The trian- 
gle being of equal angles, having lines fair, 
well coloured, and ſtrait doth repreſent 
the good | _ of Nature, and of the bo- 
dy, which health and ſecurity of the mind, 
with fame ahd renown, and alſo long-life. 
And contrariwife, the.lines being dark, un- 
equal, not making apſlain triangle, doth de- 
clare the contrary. Further, ifthe ſpace of 
the Triangle be wide and broad, it doth ar- 
gue a ſtout, liberal,and bold tomach. Again, 
ifit be ſtrait and ſhort,it betokeneth nigard- | 
ly covetouſneſs,and fearfulneſs. If the plain 
within the pale decline to —— it 
Ig- 
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fignificth an angry and deceitful perſon, 
Alſo, ifit be cut and divided with many 
wrinkles, it ſheweth the ill diſpoſition of the 
body. Moreover,the upper angle is cloſed by 
the line of life, and the natural line, three 
manner of ways, Firſt, if it cloſe in the 
cave of the hand over-againſt the valley be- 
tween the fore-finger and the middle finger 
we judge thereby a miſerable life, endan- 
gered with calamities, captivity, and a mind 
full of anxiety and care, and oftentimes, as 
it were drownd and overcome, and ſpeci- 
ally, for the deſire of money. Secondly, if it 
be well cloſed with a ſharp corner under 
the midſt of the hill of the fore-finger, it de- 
clareth a good nature, a quick wit, and good 
diſpoſition, happy and proſperous ſucceſs, ' 
with integrity of manners. And all theſe 
things are ſo much the perfeftcr, ifthe angle 
be well & ſharply cloſed. Thirdly, the lines 
not joyning together, but having a certain 
ſpace left between. - Is an argument of an 
ambitious man,a ſelf-lover, unpure and un- 
mannerly, a ſlanderer, and cruel, a lyer, and 
living without praiſe or good Name, The 
which man if he happen to come in captivi- 
ty or bondage, he ſhall never recoyer again 
his liberty. And if he be free; yet he ſhall dye 
miſerably; The ſpace within the triangle 
rough and hard, is a Ggn of anger, and craft,

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and ſubtilty, ifit be rough with wrinkles, 
it ſignifeth envy, hatred and ſlanders, when 
there doth appear a certain line between the 
two lines, ſonear that it touch either of 
them, it fignifies that man ſhall either be 
poyſoned, or have ſome Mortal wound, 
When there appears in the upper ſpace four 
lines, dividing one another like croſſes, it 
ſheweth envy,backbiting,with ſtudy &deſire 
to oppreſs others. For the two lines joyn- 
ing - ſharply tog*ther , do declare the 
goodneſs of the whole body ; but if they end 
inthe cave or pit of the hand, preciſ-ly over- 
againſt the finger of Saturn, nuxing an 
angle, it betokeneth blood-ſhedding diverſe 
:and ſundry ways; and wounds of the head, 
flux of the belly, and if this ſign bs in wo- 
men, it ſignifieth the inceſſant flux of the 
menſtrues, and danger in child-bearing. If 
there be in the triangle a figure lize a ſtar, 
.it ſheweth an adultrous woman, and paſt 
ſhame, and furious, which through her irre- 
frainable anger, ſhall fall into ſuch a fren- 
'Zy and madneſs of mind, that ſhe ſhall covet 
and go about to cut her own throat. When- 
foever you perccive in the hand of a woman, 
in the place aforeſaid, a certain ſtar- putting 
fortha long rule, judge that woman to have 
four husbands. If in the ſame place there 
beacroſs, and not any inciſion, it betokens 
_ good 
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ood both in man and woman. For in thoſe 
which have that ſign, it berokeneth a life 
well paſſed, and toend with good name and 
fame. Theright angle being very ſharp, 
doth ſhew a circumſpect, witty, and ſparing 
man ; the ſame being obſcure and groſs, is 
align of rudeneſs, ſloath, and much given to 
ſleep, the left angle ſharp, betokeneth a 
babler and a crafty man, notwithſtanding 
witty and painful ; but if the upper corner 
be not ſharp, and having as it were the cha- 
rafter of Satarn, it is a token of an evil and 
plain Saturnine nature. And he whoſe fin- 
gersare ſo ſet, that there be in every joynt 
asit were certain ſpaces,. or riſings crooked 
and unequal, it betokeneth him to become 
very poor, and to live miſcrablyzIf there be 
inthe upper part, that is, in the third joynt 
an evident writhing and crogkedneſs, it isa 
lign of envy, deceit, malice, {and altogether 
of an evil diſpoſed mind, that man alſo ſhall 
lead a life full of miſery and.talamity. 
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The Triangle both in the hand of Man 
and Woman, doth fignifie much goodneſs. 
If there be found in the hand of a Woman 
within the triangle, the ſimilitude of a ſtars 
it betokeneth an unchaſte Woman, one gi- 
ven over to the luſt of the fleſh. Alſo in a 
Man it is a Ggn of evil. Further, if there be 
inthe hand of a Man about the right angle 
an expreſs plain ſtar, it doth plainly declare 
an Untruſty, Troubleſome, Deceitful, and 
fanderous perſon ; alſo a Theif and Robber 
doing all things, be it right or wrong, by vi- 
olence ; inclined, and alfo inftrudted in all e- 
vil; who at the length ſhall dye an evil death. 
Small branches in the beginning of the 
Line of Life, or Table-line, doth betoken a- 
bundance, and increaſe of houſe-hold,

The riſing or ſwelling of the fleſh, beginning 
a the line of life, deſcending ftrait to- the 
wriſt, is called the hill of the thumb : it 
i8alſo called the hill of Yen, becauſe it is 
bftand plain , with very few or no wrinkles 


4 inciſions, and being ruddy and lively 
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coloured, it ſheweth the good quality, ande. 
ſtate of the body, alſoalover of woman, and 
one delighting in clearly and fine apparel 
But if there appear'inithe ſame place x 
ſhort line going downward , by the Line df 
life, (and therefore is called the fiſter of the 
Line of Life) it fignifieth a man delighting 
in Venery. Notwithſtanding the ſame line 
being long, nor broken off, wholly accompe 
nying the line of life thorough, doth promiſe 
continual riches. But if it begin not in the 
upper end of the hill, but peradventure in 
the midſt, or not far from the nether end, 
it betokeneth lack and penury in youth; 
but after, abundance and plenty, Often 
alſo there.be. four Lines equally diſtant, 
coming from the top of the hill to the wriſt;

Like- 
wiſe, a line bowing from the root of the 
ring-finger to the hill of Saturn, ſheweth a 
floathful and ſluggiſh man, fooliſh and raſh, 
never doing any thing wittily, albeit, ſome 
time fooliſh, bold, of a fooliſh and rude mind 
and underſtanding. They alſo ſay, that 
women which have more lines between the 
fingers of the Sun & Saturn, than between 
the Sun & Mercary, their being ſome line 
alſo, to be apt to generation, and eſpecially 
of: men-children, This alſo I know certai 
that if any ſmall lines go from the princ# 
pal line of the hand to the hill of Saturn, 
they declare an evil diſpoſition, and not1 
very honeſt life, it is alſo judged a token d 
ſterility and barrenneſs in a Woman, to 
havea croſs or a ſtar in the firſt joynt 
the finger. And thoſe, which have the hill di 
verſly divided with rules, the other hill be- 
ing ſmooth and plain, are to.be judged Satw 
nincs, whoſe nature for the moſt part is to 
be pale coloured, uncomely-viſaged, theit 
eyes fixed downward to the ground, in 
ing ſlow, lean and oftentimes crook-back'd 
and for the moſt part evil mannered. For Se 
turn maketh them malicious, deceitful,

diſquieted with cares and miſeries, never 
free from them, full of heavy, and fearful 
thoughts and imaginations, loving Fenns 
and ftanding waters, living filthily, flow 
and rare of ſpeech, cold of nature, weaks+ 
bodied, fickly, of a low voice, hoarſe, 20 
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ſtutting, lightly envying other, and whom 
they hate they perſeeute continually with- 
out remiſſion. Their delight is to build, to 
plant, plow, and all things. that will con- 
tinue, having no great pleaſure in women, 
and therefore ſeldome having Children but 
dying without iſſue. Wonderful defenders 
and keepers'of their liberty, judging it ex- 
tream evil and miſerie, to ferve and be in 
bondage, delighting in black, and therefore 
clothing themſelves therewith, full -of ſu.

- For it being well coloured, without 
wrinkles, ſheweth a conſtant mind in a 
man, ina maid integrity. A ſlender line ri- 
ſing at the table to the root of the hill beto- 
keneth liberality.

cal, and Geometry, Finally, a man fit for all 
efſaies, a Doctor, a Poer, endued with the 
knowledge of tongues, a ſearcher of ſecrets, 
Philoſpher,hearty, modeſt, but full af words, 
hurting no man, delighting in the cleaneſt 
handy-crafts, as in painting, and ſuch like. 
Albeit he is rnore vexed with ſickneſs, and 
troubled with delifions of ſpirits, than” 0- 
ther men, There 
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There be alſo certain tokens, whereof the 
firſt in the firſt joynt doth declare a man to 
be ſtudious, cheifly of Rhetorick, arrogant , 

oud, and of a ripe wit. That in the ſecond 


yoynt, although it vary from the firſt, yet

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hath it the ſame effe& ; ſheweth an excellent 
Preacher or Orator if it ſtandeth overthwart, 
he is troubled with ſandry paſhons, horrible 
Dreams, and evil Phantaſies.

Lungs, annexed with a frequent Age - the

Alſo ſuch a circle in the place of the Moon

ſigns are to be eſchewed. And in this fon 
may you judge of the other ſigns, Alſo we 
have made a larger deſcription hereof ; 
whereas we make mention of the quality 
and nature of the Houſes : Thus have we 
here-no leſs copiouſly than briefly deſcribed 
the nature ofthe faces of the ſigns. neither 
do 1 perceive how they could more compen- 
giouſly have been couched, not judgeing 
it of greater effe& to have tarried long 
herein with great circumſtanccs. Albeit, 
they be neceſſary unto Aſtrology, yet are 
they not of ſuch force, that (as is ſaid in the 
proverb) both ſhip & helm were to be cone 
mitted unto theny, or that the whole ruk 
and Governance of Aſtrology did depend on 
them. For asthey cannot Well be left un 
known, Yet arethey with ſuch a Moderati- 
on to be learned and Underſtood, That upon 
the knowledge of them, A man ought not to 
Judge Himſelf By and By an Aſtronomer. 
Wherefore , whoſoever thou art that ſeem- 
eſt to be propenſe or apt to this ſcience, [ 
warn thee to uſe moderation, and donothing 
raſhly, neither unadviſedly to -give judge- 
mehtof any man his Nativity. There are 
ſo many things whereby we may be decei- 
ved, as the wiſdom and circumſpettion of 
the 


"Bthe man, the diſpenſation of God, and our 
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uncertain judgment. 

As for example, it may be that a man 
born under 4rzes, be very fierce and angry, 
who weighing with himſelf the foulneſs of 
the vice, doth moderate and ſuppreſs his 
anger. If I then ſhould judge this man an 
angry or teſty man, who would not mock 
meand laugh me to ſcorn, albeit nature and 
deſtiny do incline thereunto ? Yet not with- 
ſtanding the ſentence and judgment is ſo 
tobe tempered and ruled, that without per- 
fet reſpe& had to all things, thou utter no- 
thing raſhly. The which if you do not take 
heed of,be aſſured you ſhall never Prognoſti- 
qte3idr fore-ſhew any truth ; but alſo be- 
comea mocking ſtock to all men. And this 
Ido every where admoniſh you of, becauſe 
Iknow many to have erred, and have been 
fouly deceived, who thinking themſelves 
ſure, have been (as they ſay) fixtcen feet of

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The which no marvel, for how can they 


find any time to be-ſtir or occupy themſelves 
in Aſtrology , which have no leiſure to read 


Gallen or Hippocrates, but do all things a 
head or unadviſedly by certain preſcript re- 
eeipts? Like as there was acertain (noſumple) 
man at Moguntiz, whom you would have 
judged to have been the third Cato, or anether 
Gallen, :f that gravity would help any thing 
thereunto, Thu man being moſt rude and 
unlearned, uſed two receipts, from whence 
he had drawn them, I know not, there was 
in them 312. of Elaborus, or of ſo ach 
Scamony, to purge the womb. Theſe he 
miniſtred by courſe, without having reſpett 
either to the complexion or ſickneſs 5, by the 
which vain trifles he ſcrapeth tozether ſo 
much money, that being dead he left be- 
hind him three thouſand Guilders. He 
judged the whole effett of this_ ſcience to 
conſiſt in looſing of the belly. Such eff ett hath 
authority and boldneſs in Phyſick. Theſe 
ſort of rude and groſs men, the which diſ- 
dain to learn, we will neither admoniſh, nox 
yet reduce in the yioht way, But unto 
others which intend hereafter to be Phyſs- 
Clans, we will preſcribe certain rules, whereby 
ſetting a part all vain trifles, they may learn 
from above to help the patient and deceaſed. 
For it hath been many times experimented and 
proved 
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proved ;, that that which many Phyſician(or 


could not cure nor remedy with their greateſ 
and ſtrongeſt medicines : the Aſtronomn 
bath brought to paſs with one ſimple heh,

Foraſmuch as examyls 
do moſt inſtrutt and teach, we have annexed 
one, It may happen peradventure, that 
the beginning of the ſickneſs the Aon bt 
in Aries which is a hot and dry ſign, and x 
cording to his Nature, doth inflame the d 
eaſed. Here thou mayeſt admonilh the (> 
perſon to be patient, and that his pain vil 
be delaycd at the ſeventh day, at which tin 
the Moor will be removed into Cum, 
For Cancer being cold and moiſt, +34 bein 
a quartile aſpeCt unto Aries, except the ſc 
neſs be very .furious, will moderatc tit 
ſame through his coldneſs and moiſture, tit 
which thing if thou diligently attend, ai 
mark, thou ſhalt ſoon perceive and under 
ſtand. And in like ſort thou muſt work! 
the other ſigns, conſidering how by ſigns 
like nature, diſeaſes are augmented adi

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The fifteenth Canon., In likewiſe the 
ſecond number of days is to be obſerved, and 
marked, which is the fourteenth day, the 
which doth give a certain and determinate 
judgements by means of the fu!l Moon, not 
ſo much for the Criſis, as for the influence 
of the Moon, being then in oppoſition, as . 
Aries and Libra,T auris and Scorpio. 

The ſixteenth Canon. "The medicines 
themſelves have likewiſe their Proper 
ſigns, neither are they indiflerently to be 
miniiired at all times For ſome ſerve for 
gargles, ſome for ſuffumigations, and other 
ſoue for potions or drinks. Wherefore to 
avoid tediouſneſs, I will comprehend all 
theſe in one Canon. The 4007 being in A- 
ries, Leoand Sagittarins, it is good to corro- 
borate and ſtrengthen the vertue attrattive 
ina man. 

The ſeventeenth Canon, Under Virgo 
and Taurw, the vertue retentive ; the digeſ- 
tive in G emint, Libra, & Capricorn ; gargles, 
vomit, and ſuffumigations, are to be mini- 
ſtred, the 24oon being ig Ares, and ſome- 
tine only gargles in Taurus \ laxatives 
by drink in Scorpio, by elefuary in Cancer, 
by pills (if you will} in P:ſces, in Gemins 
and Aquarins, All comfortable medicines 
are to be received and taken. In Libra, or 
Scorpio, ſuppoſitories or gliſters.

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- ' :Theeighteenth Canon. In the miniſtring 
of Purgations, there is a great reſpeCt to be 
had unto the Moon and her aſpects. 

For ſhe being in Cancer, and having a 
trine or ſextile aſpe&t with Yer xs, it is good 
to purge choler, having the like aſpe&s with 
the Sun; it is good to purge flegm ; and with 
Tupiter,melancholly,either by pills,or by gob 
blets, called of the Phyſicians Boly ; Bur if 
thou wilt purge by driaks, uſe the ſame af. 
peas in Scozpro, and likewiſe in Piſces, for 
miniſtring of Pills, And if that two planets 
at one time be in the aſpects aforeſaid with 
the oor, two purgations may be taken at 
once. As for example, if the Moor be at one 
time ina trine or ſextile aſpe& with Yes 
and the Sun, you may purge both choler & 
flegm together. 

The nineteenth Canon. Such as have n 
the root of their nativity Mars in A7zes, or 
in his triplicity, are cholerick, for t1e moſt 
part in danger of hot feavers, by abundance 
ofcholer ; Phrenzy, Puſhes or Biles, coming 

of Blood; Scurvy, Itch, Burnings, and ſuch 
diſeaſes as conſume and eat the fleſh : the 
holy fire. The which diſeaſes, if they cannot 
utterly be avoided and eſchewed, the Phy- 
ſician or Chirurg20a muſt take diligent heed 
thathe may drive away the diſeafes by the 
rules and qualitics of the ſigns before ex- 
preſſed The 
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The twentieth Canon. The likeis to be 
underſtood of all thoſe with Mercury, evil 
placed in the houſe of Aars ; the which when 
thou perceivelt in any nativity, judge there- 
by, hot feavers, pimples,rifing of blood, the 
canker, the kings-evil, and holy fire, dark- 
neſs of the eyes, ſuffocation, and moreover 
horrible and fearful thoughts and vexations 
ofmind, except there come any tempera- 
ment unto the Moon ; cither in the ſigns or 
places appointed unto Vers, and eſpecially 
ncholerick men. 

The one and twentieth Canon. The in- 
irmities of the flegmatick are of another 
fort z for unto them happeneth moſt com- 
monly the agues called ©wuotidians, and are 
much vexed with cold; the which is percei- 
ved by the Urine ; which for the moſt parr is 
thick and raw. Wherefore ſach muſt uſe ex- 
erciſe and labor, and abſtain from all fat fleſh 
and ſwines fleſh,alſo from cheeſe and milk, 
and from the marrow and brains of beaſts. 

The two and twentieth Canon. Saturn 
with the Moo, engendreth the falling-fick- 
neſs,black choler, leproſie, and fiſtula. Al- 
lo the morphew, gout, and oftentimes ſud- 
den pangs. 

The which diſeaſes when they happen, are 
leaſurely and gently to be dealt withal, nei- 
ther mayeſt thou in ſuch a caſe ſtrive _ 
tne 
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the Planets, except the medicine be ſuch as 
will endeavour with all force, and ſtrength, 
to expel anggdrive away the ſickneſs,and pull 
it up clean by the roots. Alſo if any man be 
bora at the time of the conjunctions of the 
- Sun and Moon, alwaies that Nativity is 
judged evil, for it maketh men when they 
come to age, dangerouſly afflicted, as it 
were with evil ſpirits, to be ſickly, inclined 
to the falling ſickneſs, to madneſs, and ſuch 
kind of diſeaſes, as may hardly and difficult 
ly be cured by the Phytician. 

The three and twentieth Canon. You 
may alſo judge by the courſe of the Sun, the 
ſickneſs which ye are in danger of, if that ye 
mark the moneth in which the man is born, 
As for example, the man born under Scorpio 
ſhall be endamaged with the diſeaſes of 
the ſhoulders, the gout in the hands. and 
the contra&tion , or convullion of the hands 
or fingers. If it bea woman, it cauſeth the 
pain in the ſpleen and ſtomach. Likewiſe, 
they which are born under Cancer, ſhall be 
vexed witha dry ſcurvy, itch, or roughneſs 
of skin, biles, and puſhes ; the woman with 
the pnaving in the bowels, and perils by 
waters. Tauwrus bringeth the infirmities a- 
bout the throat, and many other vexations 


of the bodv, and eſpecially in the evil months 


and years preſcribed. Alſo Leo cauſeth the 
62: pain 
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ins of the ſtomach. And Aquarius engen- 
dreth quorzdian feavers, as we have briefl 
touched before. m | 
The four and twentieth Canon. This is 
alſo to be noted no leſs profitable unto the 
ck man than unto the Phyſician, that is 
toſay, if that the patient have Sarzrn, or 
Mars in the ſeventh houſe it is not conveni- 
ent to meddle, neither with Phyſician, nor 
Phyſick, although the Lord of the houſe be 
never ſo fortunate : for ſo Galenthought it 
meet. Alſo if the Phyſician be Sarurnine, or 
Martial, ſach as is the patient, it is approved 
and known, that theſe kind of men are born 
for the deſtruftion of man-kind. For it is 
impoſſible that they ſhould ever cure,or help 
or bring any thing proſperous to paſs, cx- 
cept peradventure among prophane and 
ruſtical People. Such . a one as we have 
known, a man ſurely well learned, and in 
great reputation among Noble-men, in 
whom there wanted hothing as touching 
the Art or Science, howbeit being admitted 
either to Prieſts, Noble-men, or Eccleſiaſt- 
cal Rulers, his labour and knowledge was 
always fruſtrate and in vain, and brought 
the moſt part of them to their end ; butcon- 
trariwiſe, amongſt the prophane and rude 
fort, he did cures without any difliculty or 
pain. Hereby you may perceive as _—_ 
this 
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this, as in all other things, of what force 
and ſtrength the Planets are. And this dare 
I be bold to profeſs, that whoſoever hath 
Mars enjoyned with Yenus in the 6 houſe, 
he ſhall be an excellent Phyſician. And ſuch 
kind of men ought not to give themſelves to 
any other kind of Learning or Know- 
ledge : I could rehearſe unto certain 
grave men Phyſicians witneſſes hereof ; un- 
to whom it is a caſie and ready matter to 
cure and help; yea, even without any pain 
or labour. And again, otherſome unto whom 
it is ſo difficult and hard, that withal their 
poſlible endeavour they can ſcarcely bring 
any thing to paſs, whoſe names we wil 
keepin filence, leſt we may ſeem to back-bite 
or ſlander any man. Thus we have briefly 
ſpoken, not hereby to expound all things, 
which cannot be: done in ſo few words; 
but to miniſter occaſion unto Phyſicians, 
that beholding and conſidering the. utility 
and profit of Aſtronomy, they may with 
their whole power and endeavour embrace 
the ſame, and thereby learn, not only the 
preſcript rules of men to help the diſeaſed, 
but alſo by their own wit, and ingenuity to 
put away the diſeaſes, even without medi- 
Cines, for every fick man is not of that ſort, 
that he can bear ſalves or medicines, for 
ſome by dyct, and ſome by orig 
0 
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of the ſigns, may be cured and holpen- 
Scorn us who will we utterly have written 
theſe things of a ſincere mind and affeQion, 
mntending ſhortly to ſet forth greater 
things. But firſt we thought it good to de- 
care the thingsin general, and afterward 
the ſum and efte&t, whereon the matter de- 
pendeth.

\Icft of all and cheifly, it is meet to 
refel, and put of the objeQtions of 
ſuch as object, and ſay, that beſides

| bute very little or nothing ar all 
tothe other Planets, but do collocate and 
ſet the whole ſum and power of Aſtrology 
inthem two only. Wherefore let every 
man underſtand and know, as much ver- 


tne and force to be in them two, asin all 
the 
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the other. Ard that the Sun hath the 
whole power aud governance in the day 
and the Moor in the Night, 9 that it is not 
needful to have reſpe&t to any of the other 
Planets. And this is the only difference 
between natural and artificial Aſtrology, 
that that thing which Artificial Aſtrology 
doth by the ſeveral obſervations of every 
Planet and Heroſcope, the ſame doth natu- 
ral Aſtrology bring to paſs, by the only ob- 
ſervation of the motion of the Syn & Movy, 
Or elſe they arc ſo knit and joyned together 
that the one without the other cannot wel 
be learned or underſtood, Wherefore he ſhal 
not looſe his labour which ſhall joyn them 
both together, as well for the learning, a 
for the pleaſure of them ; for the naturz| 
hath ſomewhat more delectation than the 
artificial, albeit the other ſcem the better, 
But now we will define what a houſe is.

Eft that any ſhould herein be deceiv- 
ed, we thin' it not meet to be let paſs 
concerning the Sun and Moon; the which 
albeit they be the cheif and princes of the 
planets; yet are they never Lords of the Na- 
tivity ; as for example ;If the Moon be in Ge- 
mini or Cancer,which is her own houſe, when 
achild is born, yet ſhall not the 2492 have 
the dominion of the birth, but it ſhail be im- 
puted to-the Lord-of the houſe following. So 
likewiſe if a man be born, the Sur being in 
K 4 Leoz 
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Leo, which'is his proper houſe; yet he loſeh 
the dominion of the Nativity, and it is de- 
riv'd unto /ercary, being patron of the next 
manſion Virgo. Again the Moon being in 
Virgo, Venus is Lady of the birth, becauſe 
of Libra following, which is the houſe 
Venus.

| of the Heaven. 


He ſame order of the Signs is obſerved 
herein, that is in the artificial ; for 
what ſign is aſcendant, every planet accor- 
ding to the order, is to be put into every 
houſe. As if Aries be in the aſcendant of the 
birth-place, Aries in the firſt houſe, Taurus 
in the ſecond, Gemini in the third, and Carn- 
cer in the fourth. If the Sun be in Cancer, 
thou ſhalt place Cancer in the firſt houſe, 
Leo in the ſecond, Virgo inthe third, Libra 
inthe fourth, Scorpio in the fifth, Sagittari- 
#s in the ſixth, Capricorn in the ſeventh, 
which is oppoſite to Cancer - and the other 
in their orderas you well know. 

But the Lordſhip and governours of the 
figns is clean prepoſterous and contrary to 
that which is alledged of Firmicws ; for here 
only reſpett is had to the Lords of the aſcen- 
dent, and after him the other Planets in 
each houſe, are to be placed according to 
their natural order, And 
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 Andinthis only it agreeth with the ar- 
tificial, that tne Lord of the aſcendant is 
placed with the iſcendant of the other pla- 
nets : there is no order but only the Na- 
tural order, As for example, I deſire ro ere 
a figure of Nativity, the Sn being in Aries 
I know the order of the houſes. I will ſet in 
the firſt houſe Aries, in the ſecond Taurm, 
in the eighth Scorp:o, in the ninth Sagitta- 
ri, in the tenth Capricorn, in the eleventh 
Aquarim, in the twelfth Pzces. And the 
ſigns being thus ſet, is almoſt the whole or- 
der of them, which judge by the Horoſcope. 

Now followeth the order of the Planets. 
Firſt of all, I appoint the Lordſhip of A- 
ries, Mars; for heis Lord of the (ign, to the 
ſecond houſe I aſcribe the Sun, to the third 
Venus, to the fourth Mercury, to the fifth the 
Moon , to the fixth Saturn, to the ſeventh Fu- 
piter, to the eighth Mars, to the ninth the 
Sun, to the tenth Yenw, to the eleventh 
Mercury, to the twelfth the Afoon. 

Thus you ſee, the Lord of the aſcendant 
onely except all other Plancts, to be placed 
according to their naturalorder ; I would 
not that any man ſhould underſtand me 
herein, that when I ſpeak of the Aſcendent, 
thatl mean the aſcendant of the hour, or 
Horoſcope, but of the ffgn in which the Sam 
is at that time.

or {crvants,behold the ſixth houſe. For mar- 
riages and open enemies, the ſeventh houſe. 
For death, and-inheritance by dead men, and 
ſuch kind of things, give judgraent by 
the eighth Houſe, and ſo likewiſe of all the 
other houſes. Neither do l underſtand, and 
perceive what cither ought or can be farther 
ſpoken or ſaid herein. The ſumof this art is 
-) to 
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tokgbw. the natures of the ſigns and Pla+ 
nets, and then to erect a figure, and to'cxer- 
ciſe that which you have read. Prove it who 
will, and he ſhall ſee it not onely agree with 
the artificial, but alſo for to excel ir, as 
well for the calineſs as alfo for the certainty 
of the ſame, . 
Thou ſeceſt (as we ſaid before, inour pre- 
face, & now again without ſhane) that there 
isnothing ſo much to be taken heed of, as a 
ſew things which are taken out of the arti- 
ficial. Neither isit unknown that Liechrer- 
bergius, the beſt learned of his time, in na- 
tural: Mathematical ſciences, by this onely 
Art ts have made all the Aſtronomers aſto- 
nied, and to have wrought ſtrange things. 
Wherefore it ſhould ſeem very evil, if that 
we d ſuffer the learning and cunning of 
ſuch a man-to be obſcured and kept cloſe, for 
theſe ops.dbings, we have drawn out of him. 
Wherefore we arethetefs to be blamed, if 


that weAave not fativfied every maus mind, 
exct wouril comit # taulþp worthy, that 
we' have d-and{etout other mens 
pood works unto the poſterities, and prefer - 
them before our own. The which thing if it 
be culpable, who is then without ſhame, or 
eproach, even they which are accounted beſt'
